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THE CATV' A lil AJ>' PACIFIC. 

An Inlerview with Superinten- 
dent Koss on Construction. 

A "Winnipeg Free Press representa- 
tive liail a .short interview with Mr, 
James Rosa, superintendent of con- 
struction on the V. P. R. west. He says 
work will be ut once commenced and 
pushed on vigorously in the Rockies. 
One or two contractors have already 
started, and many others will follow 
as soon as sections of work are allotted 
them. Seven construction engineering 
parties have already started into the 
Rockies to pave the way for the locat- 
ing engineers of whom there are six 
parties, live in charge of Mr. Hogg and 
the other under the direction of 
Major Hurt). The work which was done 
last year will be let in small sections 
varying from one mile to three miles 
each. Many of the old contractors have 
signified their intention of again parti- 
cipating in work this year, and along 
with them are a host of new ones now 
daily in negotiation to obtain a slice of 
the mountain work. Construction this 
season will be much heavier than last, 
there being considerable heavy rock 
work and tunnelling. Men are going 
out in large numbers to work, as yet 
principally from Winnipeg. When the 
labor market here is exhausted, they 
intend procuring men from the United 
States find the Eastern Provinces. The 
work of construction will now proceed 
without interruption until the gap he- 
twe'en the Summit atid Kamloops, 
14. (J. is completed, which will it is 
thought, now be ready for operation in 
tho two years predicted. The backbone 
of the entire distance, comprises the 
135 miles between the Summit of the 
Rockies and the second crossing of the 
Columbia. The most difficult portion 
of this will be the Kicking Horse and 
Columbia canyons. The Summit is 4,- 
300 feet above tho level of the sea, 
and the Columbia at the first crossing 
is 2,700 feet, making a descent of 2,- 
G00 feet in the i5 miles between the 
points. A wagon road lian been built 
down the canyon which will only admit 
of teaming one way. On reaching the 
Columbia the line makes a detour down 
the vallev for twenty-nine miles before 
crossing that stream. There; is a dis- 
tance ofeighteen miles from there to 
the summit of the Solkirks. The Col- 
umbia at the crossing is 2,500 feet 
above sea level, and the summit of the 
Selkirks is 4,300 feet, making a climb 
of 1,N00 feet in the eighteen miles. 
There is a distance of forty-three miles 
to the second crossing of the Columbia, 
which is 1,500 feet above sea level, 
making a descent of *2,i>00 feet. The 
work through the Eagle Pass is now 
very heavy, but between the Shuswap 
and Kamloops Lakes there is another 
rugged piece of line to construct. Mr. 
Ross rinds considerable excitement 
along the route on account of the re- 
cent mineral discoveries, and there has 
been a rush of prospectors, from the 
neighboring States. In their wake quite 
a number of whiskey peddlers have ar- 
rived by way of the Kootenay and Col- 
umbia rivers, ami taken up quarters 
beyond the summit in the valley of the 
Kicking Horse. A few arrests have 
been made and titles imposed, but there 
is a disposition to resent a work in 
which they are likely to receive en- 
couragement from among the piore law- 
less of the navvies and miners. Those 
rumsellers plyed their vocation pretty 
successfully on the Northern Pacific, 
and thought they could do the same on 
the Canadian Pacific. Supt. Ross has 
determined, with the assistance of the 
Mounted Police, to put down the illicit 
traffic, and hence his reason for issuing 
a proclamation warning trespassers who 
have put up shebeens alongside the 
road to move. One detachment of po- 
lice is stationed at Holt City and the 
other is to occupy a post in the valley 
of the Kicking Horse, beyond the Sum- 
mit. The Government is also going to 
place 50 specials along the works, to 
preserve order. Mr. Ross expects be- 
fore many months to have rS,000 men 
in the Rockies, who will be spread all 
over the line, as soon as it is located.

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VICTORIA the terminus. 

Yesterday our esteemed contemporary 
— whose hostility to the [aland railway is 
notorious — published an article the tone 
of which in so averse) to Island interests as 
to strengthen the Relief that has prevail- 
ed for some time that lie is about to re 
move bag and baggage to some point on 
the mainland, or that he has connected 
himself with a ring of bears who seek to 
depress the value of realestato at the cap- 
ital that they may shortly buy it in at 
panic prices. There is no concealing the 
authorship of the offending article. The 
involved English, jerky sentences, poor 
logic and wilful perversion uf facts all 
stump it as the production of the ex-mis 
sionary. Just when the present govern- 
ment, by skilful management, have suc- 
ceeded in overcoming the machinations of 
the political traitors at Victoria and Ot- 
tawa; and when the first party is on the 
point of starting to locate the line of the 
Esquimalt-Nananno railway the public are 
met by a treasonable article in the Stan- 
dard belittling the whole enterprise. To 
be sure no old resident attaches any 
weight to what may appear there, but 
newcomers may be misled. Since De- 
comber the extraordinary man whocontrols 
the Standard's drooping destinies has 
made many extraordinary predictions con- 
corning the Settlement Bill and the gov- 
ernment policy, not one of which has been 
fulfilled. We find that during December 
and January lie made 39 predictions that 
the Settlement Bill would be defeated in 
the local house. It was carried by a 
majority of more than two to one. Then 
when the bill went to Ottawa his proph- 
etic soul was moved to say that it would 
not bo fathered by the government. Af- 
ter it iiad boon introduced he was further 
moved to assert that it would no', pass. 
Again, when it had gone through the 
commons ho predicted defeat in the 
senate; when the matter still trembled in 
the balance Premier Smithe. and Messrs. 
Bakor, Shakespeare, Barnard and other 
truo friends of the province, when at ()t- 
tawu,wero explaining awuy the sophistries 
of Senator Mclnnes and Mestrs. Homer 
and Gordon, what did the Standard man 
do ! He actually published figures to prove 
that the bill ought to fail at Ottawa bo- 
cause under it the Ottawa government 
were asked to |pay a considerable sum 
on drydock account, more than (in the ex- 
missionar opinion) they ought to pay. 
Well, the bill passed the senate, in spite of 
pigmy opposition — it was so good and 
favorable and reasonable in its provisions 
that Mr. Blake and nearly all of his follow 
ers voted for it- -and there has been a 
rapid recovery of public confidence. Since 
ita last failure as a prophet the Standard's 
silence on the Island railway has been 
almost painful; but his mischevious spirit 
would not long suffer him to continue 
mum so yesterday as relaxation from the 
work of defending the gamblers, he pro- 
ceeded to deny the value of the Island 
railway, taking for his text a remark at- 
tributed to Sir Charles Topper in the 
house of commons, viz: ''That 
not content |with stopping at Port Moody 
this house has sanctioned terms by which 
that great road (the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way) will be pushed through to Victoria." 
Quoting an old copy of Hansard the ex- 
missionary asserts that Sir Charles T upper 
did not mako the i;emark. We reply that 
our extract was taken from the report of 
the Winnipeg Free Press of later date 
than tho musty copy of Hansard from 
which tho Standard quotes word fur word, 
as wo havo pointed it. The attempt to 
huve it appear that the remark was not 
made by Sir Charles Tupper is unworthy 
of even tho ex-missionary and goes fur to 
strengthen as we have said — tho belief 
that he is either a real estate bear or that 
ho is paving the way to remove his 
plant to Port Moody or some other out of 
the way place on the mainland. It seems 
hard however, after all the honors and the 
cash tho island has wasted on the editor of 
tho Standard, that he should now be 
found showing his ingratitude by publish- 
ing articles detrimental to the progress 
and atabrility of tho Premier City of the 
Pacific Northwest. 

EXPLORATION OF QUEEN CHAR- 
LOTTE ISLANDS. 

Now that the Settlement Bill is settled, 
though tho Standard suggested the con- 
trary, and now that the iirst surveying 
party of the Island railway has also started 
out as the pioneers of "the resonant echoes 
of tho navy's pick and shovel" also unwil- 
lingly suggested by the Standard, it be- 
comes incumbent on that journal to "sug- 
gest" something else. It had suggested 
the ruin of the province under the present 
administration so often that it could hard- 
ly fall back on that original prophecy. 
Fortunately the government decided on 
the exploration of Queen Charlotte Is- 
lands, and tho Standard immediately de- 
clared that this had been "suggested" by 
it right along, and tho government were 
only now yielding to its dictation. But 
even though tho Standard claimed its sug- 
gestions had been carried out it was not 
satisfiod. It suggested the comprehensive 
principle of "British Columbia for British 
Columbians," and commenced a long 



whine about "the money drawn out of the 
pockets of the people being given to 
strangers" because the government had 
thought proper to employ Mr. Chittenden 
and take advantage of his connection with 
tho West Shore, for certain economical 
reasons which will be shown. The facts 
are as follows: Tho contract was made 
with Mr. Chittenden months before the 
Standard commenced to suggest to the 
government that it should have those is- 
lands explored. Mr. Chittenden under- 
took to dovnte six months to a thorough 
exploration, actually making an explora- 
tory survey. He has with him also a 
photographer, who will take views of all j 
the most interesting points. The result is 
to be furnished in tho form of a 
book or pamphlet, profusely illustrated, 
2,000 copies of which will be placed 
at Hie disposal of the government, the an- 
thor retaining, and of course widely circulat- I 
ing, 8,000 copies. By this arrangement tho 
province will get good value for the $1,500 ; 
to be paid to Mr. Chittenden. In fact tin' 
actual work of exploration, to say nothing 
about illustrations and books, could not be 
done under ordinary circumstances for 
double the money, and Mr. Chittenden is 
only enabled to do this by depending on the 
probable sale of his book to recoup him- 
self. Tho 8,000 books sold by him will ben- 
efit the province just as much as if distrib- 
uted gratuitously by the government — 
pjobably more so. The government, there- 
fore, would appear to have made an excel- 
lent bargain, that is assuming Mr. Chitten- 
den to bo a good oxplorer and capable uf 
making a readable book out of the results 
of his labors. His ability, both as an au- 
thor and explorer, has already been admit- 
ted by our contemporary, and recognized 
by the former administration which the 
Standard so heartily supported, who paid 
$750 for three thousand copies of Mr. 
Chittenden's former pamphlet, and of the 
"West Shore," a publication our etmteill- 
porary now seeks to decry in no very 
polite terms, although these publi- 
cations contained very little of prac- 
tical benefit to British Columbia in 
comparison with what may reasonably 
be expected in the forthcoming illustrated 
publication on the Queen Charlotte group 
These are tho facts of this suspicious 
transaction and one of the men employed 
is a British Columbian. Yesterday morn- 
ing the Standerd again returned to the 
charge and says that tho price |to be paid 
is glfiOO, and "suggosts" that had the 
government employed residents of the 
province the expense would have been 
one-half, and as for the publishing uf the 
report, it need not havo cost the govern- 
ment one cent, as any of the papers would 
have published the report for nothing. 
Why did not tho Standard let the govern- 
ment know it was anxious to publish the 
report for nothing, what is tho use of 
making a "suggestion" three days after 
the fair. Our contemporary's suggestions 
so far havo been very luck}' or opposite i:i 
the face of the real facts. He cm eludes 
with a magnificent description of the

EUROPE. 

GLASGOW, May 4. — Underwriters will 
lose £110,000 if tho steamer State of Flor- 
ida proves lost. Tho ship which signaled 
the (Jitjj of Rome was a full rigged vessel, 
0110 of English build. She displayed no 
national Hag. After signals sho proceed- 
ed westward slowly. Other sailing ves- 
sels here sighted at the same time. 

London, April 1-1. — It is no longer 
doubtful that tho ship which signaled tho 
City of Rome saved some, if not all on 
board the Stato of Florida, It is calcu- 
lated that tho disaster occurred on the 8th 
utimo, at which period tho wind was blow- 
ing from tho east. Tho boats would drift un- 
til rescued. They must have been launch- 
ed, as they would not otherwise have Heat- 
ed. Tiio boats were without gear or oars.. 
This is regarded as a favorable indication 
that tho reselling ship socurod tho oars 
and gear and allowed tho boats to drift 
away. One is life boat No. 1, tho othor 
a small, new boat, not numbered. Of- 
ficers were of tho opinion that the Stato 
of Florida struck an icoberg, as the cap- 
tain of the State of Pennsylvania re- 
ports ice in the region in which the State 
of Florida is supposed to have been at 
the time of tho disaster. The dynamite 
theory is not received with any favor 
whatever, the inventory shows the cargo 
was shipped by two well known firms and 
all small packages on board were account- 
ed for. A detective reported awaiting 
the arrival of the State of Florida. He 
was seeking to arrest some men supposed 
to be on board the vessel. Next news 
concerning the fate of the missing vessel 
is awaited from America whore it is sup- 
posed those rescued will be lauded. The 
captain of the City of Rome explains that 
when the ship displayed signals there was 
little or no wind ami the Hags showed 
badly and were difficult to read. The 
City of Rome passed the ship rapidly with- 
out replying to the signals. 

London, May 4.— Lord Randolph 
Churchill has resigned the chairmanship 
of the national conservative union. lie 
was influenced to take this step by a vio- 
lent quarrel over the affairs of the union 
with the marquis of Salisbury.

Tin- Ga milling Cases. 



To tub Editor. — It is with much in- 
terest that I havo been watching tho pro- 
gress of the gambling cases now before the 
police court. I was very much disappoint- 
ed to read in your issue of Saturday last 
the conclusion which was reached in one 
of these cases and of the manner in which 
tho commendable surety of British law 
was so flippantly illustrated by the presid- 
ing magistrate. 

Slirely the authority of the act under 
which the case in question was prosecuted 
does not contemplate such a quibble as 
that put upon it by Mr. Pemberton; but 
if it does, the sooner other means of re- 
dress are discovered the bettor, for the 
moment is a critical one for tho future of 
the public morality. 

If the remaining prosecutions aro to 
find their way through tho same loop-hole 
so much stronger will tho necessity for a 
more practical expedient prevail; for my 
opinion is that the decision in tho case 
quoted although conscientious is still very 
erroneous. 

The law is most distinct and specific 
with regard to tho term "common gaining 
house;" it clearly defines games of chance 
to be unlawful, and makes special refer- 
ence to certain games providing also for 
the revocation of the license of a saloon- 
keeper who permits such games to be 
played on his premise*. 

It is a well known fact "common gam - 
ing houses" have been running in full 
blast right in tho centre of tho city, and 
that lads and young men of promise in 
some instances have suffered ruination 
from the encouragement they received to 
visit those places through tho pernicious 
attraction of gambling.

I>YIN<i IN DKOVES. 

Five Thousand Laborers on the 
.Panama Canal Carried oil' 
in Three Months. 

'*OverS?20,000,000 has been spent in es- 
tablishing homos for tho engineers and 
workiugnien along tho routo of tho Pana- 
ma Ship canal," said Cap t. James Wilt- 
bank, who has been for more than a year 
engaged in dredging operations on the 
canal, and who has just returned now 
after a tough tussle with tho dreaeled 
swamp fever. 

"Plenty of money there, captain}" 

"Oh, plenty. There is only ono thing 
more common than cash, and that is 
death. Men die like the leaves in autumn. 
Only the Italians appear to live. Tho 
dead are disposed without ceremony. A 
shallow grave, no prayers, and all is in a 
moment forgotten. There are now 15,000 
men at work on the canal, mostly negroes 
from Jamaica and tho French West Indies. 
These negroes are brought over in droves 
as fast as those at work die, and I ven- 
ture to say not two-thirds of tho 15,000 
laborers now at work will bo alive a year 
from now. It's dreadful. Five thousand 
died during tho past few months; but the 
large pay tempts men to bravo all tho dan- 
ger. The company appears to have an un- 
limited supply of money and pays tiff every 
two weeks. 

" What progress has been made in the 
four years?" 

"Well, two miles and a half of the 
canal proper has beo'i dug out. Origin- 
ally this section was dredged to a depth 
of fourteen feet, but is now only six feet 
deep, the soft sw.iiup lands pressed down 
by the weight of the dirt thrown out on 
either side tilling in the cunsl from under- 
neath. A great ileal of work lias, how- 
ever, been done with the great steam 
shovels in levelling the high lands through 
which the canal is to pass, and dredging 
will soon be started in those sections. 
Work is now progressing upon the large 
mountain which bars the way of the canal 
from ocean to ocean. This mountain Is 
400 feet high, and nine miles in circum 
ference, and is to be cut down with steam 
plows and carted away. The company 
has been compelled to spend $20,000,000, 
as I said, to locate homes through the 
swamps from which as a basis the work of 
digging out tho canal can bo carried on. 
This work necessitated the building of 
ruilroad brunches into the swamps, ami 
the making of solid foundations with stone 
and gravel, hundreds of feet wide and 
miles in extent. Laborers get 8'-' a day, 
and skilled mechanics and bosses from 
§:i50 a month." 

"Will the canal ever be finished?" 

"Not, I think, unless the swamp sec 
tions are constructed with piling, and that 
wo, lid cost so large an amount of money 
that the scheme could not possibly pay. 
But the company appears to have all the 
cash necessary to carry on tho work."

The Right Reverend Bishop Cridgo 
read the service for tho dead in a solemn 
and impiessive manner Tho beautiful 
hymn, "When our heads are bowed with 
woe," was sung by the choir and as the 
solemn train passed out of the church 
Miss Mowat, organist of the church, per- 
formed tho Dead March in Saul. From 
thu church the mourning cortege moved 
slowly out to Ross Bay cemetery, where 
the body of one of Victoria's most genial 
and kindhearted pioneer citizens was con- 
signed to the tomb. 

A Dynamite Srare in Victoria. 

Yesterday morning there was a scare ill 
the Dominion building, corner of Fort 
and Government streets. The messenger, 
who has charge of tho premises, discovered 
under the stove what he tit once took to 
bo an infernal machine. It looked like a 
miniature cannon about 12 inches long, 
heavy for its size, the mouth of brass, and 
with a small screw which evidently eon 
trolled its deadly power. He at 
hesitated to touch the grim-look in 
ject, but finally screwed his courage up to 
tho point of taking hold of tho safe end, 
and, holding it at a discreet distance, hur- 
ried with it to Mr. Morrison in the drug- 
store.

"UoodGod! Dun't do that. It may 
blow us both up. " 

There is no knowing what amount of 
damage might have been done if Mr. 
Francis had not come in at that moment 
and asked for "tho handle of his tuning 
fork" which he had loft in tho room the 
day boforo,and which by some unaccount- 
able means had rolled under tho stove and 
been mistaken for a death-dealing mis- 
sile. 

The Builders' and Carpenter' 
Union. 

The principal employers in the building 
trades mot last evening by invitation of a 
deputation from tho carpenters on strike 
to consider a proposition emanating from 
the Union to settle the nine hour move- 
ment by a half-holiday on Saturdays, the 
proposition being that tho men wero to 
lose a fourth of a day's pay, and tho om 
ployors were to give a fourth of a day. 
After maturo consideration tho employers 
agreed to give a full day'H pay and to close 
thuir establishments at 4 o'clock every 
Saturday,but positively declined that part 
of the proposition whioh necessitated all 
their employe's, whether members of the 
union or not, forfeiting a fourth of their 
day's pay each week. 

It was pointed out that the manufactur- 
ing firms wore forced to compete with 
rival estahlishmont-i on tho other side 
who wero running eleven and half hours 
per day, that further concessions were 
impossible, and that already goods pre- 
viously made hero were being impel ted. 

No ultimate conclusion was arrived at, 
tho delegates retiring to report tho result 
of tho conference to tho union. 

)^Carpeuters' Union. 

Last evening a meeting of the carpen- 
ters' union was held in St. Jamos Hall; 
Mr. Noble, president, in tho chair. The 
deputation appointed on Saturday night 
to wait upon tho employers reported that 
all tho employers in tho city were in favor 
of the Saturday afternoon holiday, but 
that at tho meeting of tho employers they 
concluded to offer the carpenters union a 
paltry two hours, which tho union declined 
to accept. After duo consideration the 
union considered it advisable to work at 
the presont time — 10 hours per day — so 
that 9 hour employers might be able to 
compote with their opponents — the 10 
hour employers— until a better opportun- 
ity presontod itsolf of gaining the demands 
of the union. Tho mooting adjourned.

DUBLIN, May 4.— Michael. Davitt has 
abandoned politics and will go to Austra- 
lia. 

London, May o. —Tho porto under 
stands that tho conditions upon which th- 
Fronoh consent to tho conferonca with 
England upon tho Egyptian question aro;

A ftlilkiiiaii's Idea. 



A short, ruddy-faced, wagging-tonguod 
man told me ho was returning from the 
west, whore ho had been travelling for 
pleasure und with a view to making min- 
ing investments. He was not at all back- 
ward in giving me tho impression that he 
was worth money, und upon inquiry I 
found that he was just as free to tell the 
manner of its acquirement. "I have been 
in the milk business in an eastern town for 
a good many years," he said.

Of course you 
are thinking right away that I put water 
in tho cans, but you are mistaken. I 
never watered a milk-can in my life. 
There is an honester, surer, safer way than 
that to get rich in tha milk business, and 
I'll give you the secret, us I know you are 
not in the biz. When I first started, 
driving my own wagon, fourteen years 
ago, I quickly found that nothing, not 
oven good milk and low prices, would 
bring customers like gossip. Yes, sir, gos- 
sip — sumo town scuudal, family secret, bit 
of news or something. Well, I used to 
take particular pains to have something of 
that kind every morning. If there hud 
been any births or deaths during the night, 
accidents, fires, arrests of town-folk, a 
now scandal or anything, I had it on my 
tongue's end, and while, drawing the milk 
would spit it out at a lively rate. You 
would bo surprised to see how the mis- 
tresses on my route got to coming out af> 
tor thoir own milk, instead of sending 
their hired girl. Why, they used to bo 
on tho wait for me and take an extra pint 
half the time, just to keep me talking a 
little longer. Before long I had more 
customers than I could servo, though I 
claimed no hotter milk than anybody else 
and sold it ono cent higher. Then I 
branched out — hirod other drivers and 
bought a pair of my own. Every one of 
my drivers has to bo up to snuff in tho 
gossop, though. When there isn't any- 
thing olso for 'em to tell, I invent little 
short stories and sayings, not improper 
ones, but double — double — what-do-you- 
call-'em? — double intonders, and they 
catch on big. The result is I havo a prac- 
tical monopoly of the milk business in 
four good towns, and am making monoy 
hand over fist. If you want to build up a 
trado in anything, you must study to 
please, you know," and the ruddy-cheek- 
ed man laughed and seemed to fool real 
good.

Useful Hints. 

To prevent the smoking of a lamp: 
This may be easily ollocteil by soaking' 
the wick in good vinegar for a few 
minutes, then drying it well before us- 
ing it. A good and clear light will be 
the result. In the ease of a glass chini- 
nev ' there may not be suiTieient air- 
draught. 

To clean oil paintings, cut a raw 
potato in two, and with the smooth, Hat 
surface of the inside rub the paint gent- 
ly round and round, washing oil" the 
dirt with a sponge and soft water from 
time to time. 

Now when the country housewife 
looks with dismay at the empty jars of 
pickles, and fears that there will be 
none left for the Spring use, sho can oc- 
casionally substitute pickles made in 
this way for those put up in Summer 
Take some small turnips, boil them till 
they fire tender, then cut in slices a 
little jqore than an inch thick, pour cold 
vinegar over tl)om,*and let them stand 
for. a day and anight. A few pepper 
corns or kernels-of allspice improve tho 
flavor. 

Ivory-backed brushes, to clean': 
Thoso may b.e cleaned ju. a few minutes, 
without spoiling the ivory or softening 
tho bristles, by rubbing dry bran into 
them and shaking them well to free 
them from the grain. 

A good method for washing Shetland 
shawls, a Scotch receipt: The water 
should be rather more than lukewarm' 
and white soap .should be boiled and 
mixed, up in the water before the shawl 
is put int.0 in. It must be washed in 
two waters, and rinsed in rather warm 
or water, to clear it entirely of the 
soap, otherwise it will get thick and 
hard. To a pint and a half of warm 
water put two teaspoonfuls of dissolved 
gum mix well together, dip in theshawl 
and sequeeze it two or three times, so 
that it should take equally all over, 
then wring it well out of this water, 
and wring it again in clean linen cloths. 
Pin it out square on a carpet, with 
a clean sheet or tablecloth under it, till 
throughly dry. 

Sage tea or any other beverage made 
of herbs should be made in an earthen 
vessel, and nover in tin, as it will turn 
black unless immediately emptied out, 
and it may do so even then. 

To cure headache, sponge the head 
ali over night and luuiuiiig with water 
as hot as you can bear it. and rub dry 
with a coarse towel.
